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Another notable Eton House has reached its inevitable term. 
These pages are dedicated to its memory, and to the man who 
governed and made it. For a House is made of the boys, not by 
them ; structure and character are from the master. He works 
on his material, kneads out impurities, moulds into form, and 
stamps with his own impress. He cannot indeed transmute clay 
into gold, but he can bring to light the grains of precious metal 
which even clay contains, and give it value. 

The boys come and go, but he remains. Those of our House, 
and their deeds, this record may redeem from complete oblivion. 
But no such artificial remembrance is required for " my tutor.*' 
The name of Austen Leigh has gained its sure place in Etonian 
tradition, and lives with the most honoured of time past. That 
he himself may yet long live and prosper is the affectionate wish 
of his grateful pupils.

Mr. Edward Gompton Austen Leigh, Scholar of Eton and Scholar and 
Fellow of King's, came to Eton as an Assistant Master for a short time in the 
summer of 1861, and as a permanent member of the Staff in the course of the 
summer following. After Election 1864, when the Rev. W. A. Carter retired, 
he obtained the small house in Keate's Lane adjoining Mr. William Evans', and 
five years later the large house in Common Lane, which he occupied till the end 
of 1903. He became Lower Master in 1887. 

The pupils first entered with him were Wyvill and Portal. But their names 
do not stand at the head of the following list, as school order is followed. The 
dates, except where otherwise specified, are those of the boys' coming to Eton. 
But not all were Mr. Austen Leigh's pupils from the first, nor did a great number 
actually come into his pupil-room till they had attained a sufficient standing in 
the School. He took, as tutor, no boys in the Lower School, and seldom in his 
later years any below Remove.

AN EPITOME OF THE HOUSE RECORDS. 



Authorities : the House Books, supplemented by the The Eton College 
Chronicle, 

The House Books were begun by Formby in January 1871 ; if there 
was an earlier one, it has disappeared. The records are well kept 
throughout the first volume, which ends with Bainbridge's captaincy 
in 1882. Afterwards they lack fulness until H. W. Hodgson s time, 
1886, while E. L. Churchill restores the House Lists, wanting since 
1882. In 1894 Gr. O. C. Edwards enters the records at very great length, 
but unfortunately he bequeathed to his successors the idea of keeping 
the accounts of football, cricket, and shooting in subsidiary volumes, 
which were soon lost; so that the chronicles till 1899 only give 
details about athletics. The year 1899-1900, in which the Football 
Cup was won a fourth time, is a complete blank ; then L. E. Bury and 
Cosens keep them fairly well, but the Easter Half of 1903 has only the 
House List, and the Summer Half is recordless. Brand has left an 
adequate account for the final Half. 



House Colours. The first, dark green and brown stripes ; the later, 
adopted in 1870, purple and scarlet stripes margined by narrow ones of 
yellow. 



With a limit of thirteen, many of them Lower Boys, the small House 
never had the chance of distinction. It entered for the Football Cup 
in 1867, but was beaten in the first ties by Dupuis'. Patton, Romilly, 
Fawkes, and Powell, to quote the Chronicle, did all they knew, and 
the match was a better one than the large adverse score, three goals 
and three rouges, would represent. A match against Vidal's is recorded 
in the previous year, lost by a rouge only. The team then included :

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Two individuals of renown were Johnstone and Patton. The former 
rowed in the Eight in 1868 and 1869, was fourth in the School 
Sculling and Pulling in the former year, and third in the latter event 
with his fellow-pupil, F. A. Currey, in 1869. In the same year he was 
Master of the Beagles. In the School Steeplechase he was successively 
fifth, third and first, third in the Mile in 1867, and second in the 
Mile and Quarter in 1868. In Field Choices in his last year he stood 
eleventh. Patton was in the Field in 1867, and Keeper of it in the two 
following years, and in Oppidan Wall 1 869. He won the Junior Sculling, 
and was fourth in the School Mile and third in the Quarter in 1868, 
and second in the Mile, Walking Eace, and Quarter in 1869. He shot for 
the School his two last years. 

Portal, after distinguishing himself as a steerer, attained the leisured 
dignity of the Monarch in 1868. E. W. Powell was a thoroughly 
good football player. 

Patton and Eomilly entered for the House Fives in 1868, but were 
beaten in the first ties by Evans'. The next year Patton and Johnstone 
entered, and were beaten in the first ties by Browning's, but only after 
one of the most exciting matches on record. After the score had 
reached game all and 14 all, each side had five innings ; in the end the 
spectators got in Johnstone's way and spoilt his cut. The victors 
reached the final. 

The House was second in 1869 for the Shooting Cup just presented ; 
Patton, Formby and Howard shot. 

1869-70. 

The large House at its inception was formless. Two-thirds of its 
members were Lower Boys. Though Patton was Keeper of the Field 
and the best player in the School, he would not enter for the Football 
Cup. Cornish's, however, with whom the House played, was beaten by a 
goal and two rouges to a goal. H. J. A. Eyre, Alleyne, and Harbord 
are mentioned. After Patton left at Christmas, there was not even a 
boat-colour in the House. The only person approaching distinction 
was Formby, who was in the Shooting XI. 

1870-1. 

Captain of the House, John Formby (Sixth Form) : he was in the 
Shooting XI., and won the Spencer Cup. 

Football. The House entered for the Cup, but was beaten in the first 
ties by Snow's. H. J. A. Eyre was Captain, and he and his brother and 
Alleyne are favourably mentioned. Most noticeable, perhaps, is the 
appearance in the team of that afterwards famous player, Lindsay 
Bury, at the age of 13. 

Cricket. Alleyne was 13th in Upper Club Choices. For the Cup, the 
House beat Hale's in the first ties, Alleyne making the phenomenal 
scores of 106 and 105 not out. In the second ties it was beaten by 
Browning's, who had two of the XI. playing, one of them making 136. 
The House only played one innings, when Alleyne made 36 not out 
in a total of 68. F. Q. Bury was the most successful bowler. 
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1871-2. 

Captain of the House, W. H. Myers (Div. II.). 

FootbaU. H. J. A. Eyre was again Captain. For the Cup, the House 
played a good match against Wayte's, winning, contrary to expectation, 
by one goal, obtained by E. T. Bright. Alleyne and Earle (first of the 
name) also distinguished themselves. In the second ties "Warre's eleven, 
which reached the final, was too strong. The House again beat Cornish's, 
but lost a match against Dniry's. 

Athletics. E. J. Patton and J. Eormby presented Cups to the House 
for a Quarter-Mile and Steeplechase respectively ; the annual results are 
recorded at the end hereof. 

Cricket. Alleyne played for the XI. in three matches, Harbord for 
the second XI., H. J. A. Eyre and E. G. Bury for the XXII. The 
House beat Marindin's in the first ties for the Cup, Orde scoring 61, 
but lost to Dupuis' in the second.

Football. Coached by Alleyne and Harbord in combined bully play, 
the team did very well. It beat "Wolley-Dod's in the first ties by three 
goals, Harbord, Bright and Chance receiving particular mention. In 
the second ties the match was against a strong eleven from Durnford's. 
Though weaker on paper the House had the best of it until an 
unfortunate accident deprived it of the services of its doughty post, 
W. A. P. Cust, who broke his leg in a bully near Durnford's line. 
Alleyne also was partially disabled. In spite of these misfortunes 
Durnford's could only score one rouge, obtained just before time. 
" Where all played so well," runs the record, " it would be invidious 
to pick out any one especially But it would not be inappro- 
priate to add that the good play of our eleven was mainly owing to the 
energy of Mr. Leigh himself, as it was entirely through his kindness in 
getting up so many matches against us, that we ultimately played so well 
even under such manifest disadvantages.'' 

The House beat Cornish's, deprived of two of its best men, by 
three goals. 

Aqnatics. A. T. Bright rowed in the winning Trial Eight and the 
losing Upper Eight, Goodhart and Pryor in Lower Eights, and the 
former in the winning Lower Four. These three and Chance practised 
for House Eours, but wisely refrained from starting. 

Cricket. Alleyne played against Harrow, but not against Winchester. 
Orde (11th in Upper Club Choices) and F. G. Bury played for the 
XXII., and the former kept wicket in one match for the School. 
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For the House Cup an overwhelming victory was scored over Mitchell's, 
who only made 21 and 40. Orde made 38, and Alleyne took 15 wickets. 
In the second ties Buckland's bowling for Dniry's proved too strong, 
and the House was beaten by three wickets. Alleyne made 27, 
L. Bury 21, P. Q. Bury 18 ; the first named took 11 wickets out of the 
16 that fell. The House scores were 48 and 61 ; a bowlers' match.

Crioket. For the Cup, the House beat Marindin's in the first ties, 
thanks to the prowess of the two Burys with both bat and ball, but 
lost to Vidal's in the second. Score not kept.

Cameron's, a weak team, were beaten easily 
in the first ties. Rouse's in the second, Chance and Bright securing 
goals, and the latter a rouge. The next match was against Dalton's. 
Chance obtained a goal early, but Dalton's equalized just before time in 
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rather lucky fashion out of a loose bully in front of goal. Next day 
the ground was extremely muddy. Dalton's obtained a rouge, and for 
the remainder of the time persistently kicked the ball out, thus 
maintaining their adv^antage. After the Captain (Lindsay Bury) and 
Bright, r. Q-. Bury (14th in Field Choices) was the most valuable 
member of the team ; Chance, Powell, and Marsh, and Newton 
previously to his accident, also did good work. 

In the Lent Half a match was played against Browning's, and was 
won by two rouges. 

In the School competition the two Burys reached the 4th 
heat, but could not stand against Alfred Lyttelton and Forbes ; in the 
House Fives they were only beaten in the final by Dupuis'.

Marsh 
and Harris playing splendidly, while Darbishire, like Tydeus of old, 
fiiKp^s fACK lir\y B^fAas, dXXd fAaxT|Tiis (small in body, but pugnacious), 
flying indiscriminately among the ranks of the enemy, and putting them 
to flight continually : but all their valour availed not, for shortly before 
time another rouge was obtained by Abraham for Miss Evans', and soon 
turned into a goal." Daniel, Lopes, T. Pilkington, and St. Quintin 
are also mentioned, " indeed there was no one on the side who did not 
distinguish himself more or less, each doing the best he could, and 
working hard to the last."

" in the first innings of the House 7 wickets fell for 7 consecutive balls."

Two matches were played with the Old Boys, who won the first 
somewhat luckily, but were beaten in the second by 5 rouges. 

Athletics. The House began to come to the front this year in this 
department, Bainbridge winning the Long Jump, while W. F. Parker 
was second in that event, and won the Weight with a fine put of 
32ft. Sin. 

But the Easter Half was brought to a premature and melancholy 
close '* by widespread and severe attacks of illness which gradually 
dispersed the House," and in the case of one of its most prominent and 
popular members, Eichard Durant, had a fatal result.

Luxmoore's succumbed to it by 7 goals and a 
rouge, Everard's by 6 goals and a rouge, Cornish's by goals and 
3 rouges, Dalton's in the final by 5 goals and a rouge against a rouge ; 
total 24 goals 6 rouges against one rouge. In the first match, we read, 
the weight of the House eleven was quite irresistible " ; in the second, 
the other side were quite overmatched at all points '' ; in the third 
Bury " fairly out — Buried himself '' ; in the final, " goal succeeded goal 

with regularity more than painful to the losing side, after forcing 

the third rouge the eleven headed by Apsley ran the ball from the kick 
off straight to the goal, and almost immediately scored a fifth goal, this 
succession of goals coming within six or seven minutes time : the first 
was particularly the result of fine play, a sheet would have covered the 
whole bully, nothing could resist such a rush." 

'^ This was for us the end of a very remarkable season and succession 
of victories in the House Cup : the eleven had steadily improved since 
being beaten in the final of 1878, and this year reached a degree of 
pace, finesse, endurance, and combination that has almost certainly 

never been equalled at Eton by any House team The Cup

Cricket. Besides the three cricketers above-mentioned, the House 
had in Lower Club F. G. Willan (Keeper), A. E. Paget, W. T. Hodgson, 
Hon. T. EUis, and E. W. Oppenheim, and in Upper Sixpenny C. A. M. 
Cator, H. E. Hardy, and A. A. Tod. The first match for the Cup was 
played against S. E. James', with a crushing result. Eecords of 
succeeding matches are not preserved, but the House again reached the 
final, after a "sensational and unexpected victory" over Mitchell's. 
The final also was sensational, the House scoring only 59, and Donaldson's 
only 44, in the first innings. At the next attempt the House made 70, 
and Donaldson's obtained the 86 runs required for the loss of 8 wickets. 
The result was disappointing, as the House ought to have won. Ward 
took 10 wickets, Tryon 6, Ellis made 18 not out in the second innings, 
Tryon 13 and 24, Morritt 12 and 3 (run out) ; Cator was badly run out 
after making 13 in the first innings, and kept up his wicket well in the 
second for 9, while Tryon hit. 
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A sad event marred the happiness of the Summer Half, the death of 
H. E. Hardy, one of the most popular and promising members of the 
House, a boy who, the Captain writes, ** had made himself very dear to 
every member of the House by his bright happy nature, and by his 
uprightness and manliness in everything he undertook.''

For the Cup the House beat Carter's and BadclifPe's, but 
lost in the third ties to Impey's by 2 goals and a rouge. Willan was 
Captain, the only match recorded is the last, when Warre is favourably 
mentioned. 

Athletics. Hon. T. Ellis was second in the Hurdles, F. W. Warre 
in the Long Jump and Weight, H. E. Morritt third in the High 
Jump. For the Athletic Cup the House stood fifth. 

Aquatics. The House Four, manned by F. W. Warre, Hon. W. E. 
Guinness, B. A. Cross, and Hon. L. P. Cary, Mostyn-Pryce, coxswain 
of the Thetis, steering, was beaten by Mozley's in the second ties. 
Warre and Guinness were second in the School Pulling, the latter 
won the School Sculling. 

Cricket. The three above mentioned were supported by C. A. M. 
Cator and A. A. Tod in Lower Club. The House drew blank in the 
first ties for the Cup, beat A. C. James' in the second, and was then 
beaten by Donaldson's. There is no record of the matches.

Cricket. Though weak on paper the House Eleven did very well, 
beating Daman's, Donaldson's, and Bawlins', and reaching the ante- 
final. Against Bawlins', Hodgson made 21 and 20, Tod 6 and 38, 
Cator 16 and 1, Jardine 14 and 13, Cator took 11 wickets and 
Jardine 8, the House winning by 44 runs. The score of the match 
against BadclifEe's, who lost in the final to Mitchell's, is not recorded.

Considering that the House had no one in the Field or in 
Field Choices, the football team performed creditably. It beat Daman's in 
the first ties for the Cup, but then lost to Dumford's, winners of the 
Cup, by two goals and a rouge. It defeated the old Boys, and played a 
tie with Tatham's. Jardine, the Captain, was best backed by Guinness, 
C. M. Davies, and L. E. Bury, forward, and by Tod and J. B. Van De 
Weyer, behind. 

Fives. Tod was in Choices. For the House Cup, the House beat 
Tatham's and Evans', but lost to EadclifPe's. 

Aquatics. J. B. Van De Weyer (Hibernia) rowed in Lower Fours. 

Cricket. The House beat Porter's in the Cup ties, but lost to 
Donaldson's after a very close match. Records are wanting.

Eacquets. A. A. Tod and E. W. Bury beat Brinton's for the House 
Cup, but were beaten in the second ties by Donaldson's. The former 
was 5th in Bacquet Choices, the latter 4th, and L. E. Parr 6th. 

Football. The House once more performed the feat of winning the 
House Cup with no representative in the Field. The result was mainly 
due to the brilliant ubiquity of Tod, the Captain, to whom L. E. Bury was 
a splendid second forward. A valuable recruit was J. H. A. Hope, 16th 
in Field Choices, who came into the House when W. Durnford's broke 
up. After a bye in the first ties, Tatham's was beaten in the second 
by a goal and a rouge. *' The whole bully played well, Hope and L. E. 
Bury being conspicuous, while Tod and Van De Weyer were excellent 
behind." Donaldson's was next defeated by 4 rouges, all gained in the 
first quarter of an hour. The above four (" Tod was invaluable behind ") 
and Davies are mentioned. The ante-final produced two desperately- 
contested matches with Evans', the second of which was won by one 
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rouge, converted into a goal. Says the Chronicle^ " of the behinds, Tod, 
at short, was far and away the best, and it was to his kicking and his 
judgment that Mr. Leigh's victory was chiefly due." And again, "For 
Mr. Leigh's, Tod was excellent, he stopped the rushes, kicked with great 

S.dgment, and was invaluable at the critical moments ; of the outsides 
avies and L. Bury were both conspicuous." The final also against 
P. "Williams' was closely contested, the House however pressing theii 
opponents in the second half. It was won by a goal and a rouge. 
" Bury was invaluable, and Hope and Davies worked hard, the buUy 
played very well together. Tod was excellent behind, but the others 
were uncertain."

Cricket. Tod redeemed spectacles against Winchester by scoring 33 
and 96 against Harrow. For the House Cup the House was beaten in 
the third ties by Evans', scoring 62 and 104 against 86 and 82 for 
6 wickets. In the 2nd innings Tod made 24, Eiley 25, Cosens 25 not 
out, L. E. Bury took 7 wickets, Tod 5, Davies 3. Other matches are 
not recorded. Evans' subsequently divided chief honours with Hare's, 
as the match could not be finished.

Under the charge of L. E. Bury, the House Chronicles, which from 
1894 had been kept only in brief, and for 1899-1900 are a blank, 
become once more adequate. 

Football. There remained from the victorious eleven of the previous 
year L. E. Bury, his fifth year, E. W. Bury, E. H. Willan and H. L. Eiley. 
The House beat Porter's in the first ties for the Cup, but for the next 
match, against Williams', it was unlucky enough to lose the services, not 
only of Eiley, but also of Eichardson and MacNaghten, the two next in 
order. The cause of the misfortune was an outbreak of scarlet fever. 
Nevertheless it was only beaten by a goal and a rouge after a hard fight. 
The winners " played 3 hours and 20 minutes " against Hare's, who 
won the Cup.

Phillips 
took 8 wickets, Yeo 7, Boyd-Bochfort, Penton and C. A. Gold one 
each. 

This year was instituted the Old Boys' Dinner, due to the inspiration 
and energy of E. L. Churchill.

Bury's second in the House Competition, Boyd-Eochfort, 
was not up to the form required for success. They were beaten in the 
second ties. 

Cricket. The House was beaten in the first ties by Byrne's, The 
score is not preserved. Indeed, for the Summer Half the House-book 
is a blank, but there appears to be nothing beyond the above to record.

Football. Captained by Bury, " one of the very best forwards of 
recent years," says the Chronicle, the House team was a good one, but 
bad luck once more pursued it, as illness deprived it of the services of 
Penton and H. L. Phillips, two of its best players, and of Johnson. Never- 
theless it beat Eadcliffe's, after a tie, and was then beaten by Somerville's 
by one rouge only after a very close match. Had Penton returned in 
time, the result would probably have been different, as it was, the 
behinds were helpless. " Bury," says the Chronicle, " was very good 
indeed, and was well backed up by G-old." 

The last of the old Boys' matches took place on Nov. 21st. It was 
notable for the participation in it of W. S. Chisenhale-Marsh, who, 
with L.'M. Powell, had instituted these matches a quarter of a century 
before, and who had a son playing on the same side. He played man- 
fully and with great effect at post the whole time. A close and exciting 
contest ended in a victory for the House by one goal, gained just before 
time by a charitable miscalculation on the part of that other enthusiastic 
Leighite, E. L. Churchill. 

Kacquets. At its last opportunity the House succeeded in winning 
the Cup, and with considerable ease. Bury being well backed by Tod. 

Fives. H. S. E. Bury and De Beistegui reached the ante-final of 
the Junior House Competition. 



Thus came to an honourable end the House which for several years 
was the best in Eton under the best Master. The motto used to 
conclude the Chronicle of each Half in the House Books is " Floreat 
Etona et haec nostra domus esto perpetua." A vain wish, the latter, but 
if we amend with genitives and " memoria," the vanity vanishes. If this 
record shall serve to remind later Eton houses that " vixere fortes ante 
Agamemnona," and to keep in some measure the example of " Austen 
Leigh's " before them, the pains of those who kept the House 
Chronicles and of the present abstractor will be well rewarded.

SUMMAET. 

Scholastic Distinctions. Five from the House were in the Newcastle 
Select (out of 61 Oppidans thus distinguished in the years 1863 to 
1903) ; five took Science prizes, one the History prize, one the Hervey 
prize, two the prize for G-reek Iambics. 

Two Newcastle and two Tomline Scholarships were gained by three 
pupils in College ; three others were in the Newcastle, and one in the 
Tomline Select ; three took the Wilder Divinity Prize, &c. 

Athletic Distinctions (House). The House won the Football Cup 
four times and another time (1887) showed itself the equal of the 
victor. It was in the final six times. One Cup was won outright. 

In its later days it reached the final for the Cricket Cup three times. 

House Fours, Fives, and Eacquets were each won once, and the 
Shooting Cup three times. 

In the Yin., thirteen, including three Captains of the Boats ; also 
two coxswains. 

School Sculling, two winners, one second. 

School PuUing, one winner, four seconds. 

In the XI., thirteen, including three Captains. 

In Mixed Wall, seven, including a Keeper. 

In Oppidan Wall, thirteen others. 

In the Field, twelve, including three Keepers. 

In the Shooting Teams, eleven, including two Captains, and one 
winner of the Spencer Cup.

Winners of School Eaces and Sports, ten.
